Zero tolerance. Public 
Schools superintendent 
stands by no-zero policy 
amid growing backlash 
after 35-year veteran 
teacher is suspended

Edmonton Public Schools 
superintendent Edgar 
Schmidt refuted claims 
Thursday that a school as¬ 
sessment practice not al¬ 
lowing teachers to give 
a zero mark to students 
actually sets them up for 
failure — by not allowing a 
teacher to give a zero score 
for zero effort. 

The remarks came on 


a day when the public be¬ 
came aware of the indefin¬ 
ite suspension of Lynden 
Dorval, a science teacher at 
Ross Sheppard High School 
who was recently removed 
from his post for giving stu¬ 
dents a grade of zero when 
they didn’t hand in assign¬ 
ments. 

“Giving a zero is a judge¬ 
ment on work that isn’t 
done,” said Schmidt. “1 
think it’s more fair and 
transparent to say, ‘You 
haven’t done the work — 
show me what you know.’” 

In an interview with 
CBC radio Thursday, Dorval 
said the assessment model, 
implemented at Ross Shep¬ 
pard about 18 months ago, 
doesn’t hold students ac¬ 
countable. 

While he gave students 
opportunity to finish work, 
in the end he’d give a “re¬ 


luctant zero,” a policy his 
students were aware of, he 
said. 

Local Twitter, Facebook 
and phone-in comments 
show it’s an issue hitting a 
nerve with parents and stu¬ 
dents. 

“Giving a zero is just 
plain unfair,” said Ross 
Sheppard student Brieann 
Baldock. 

But another comment 
echoed numerous senti¬ 
ments on social media 
Thursday. “What mark is 
he supposed to give them? 
He can’t give them an E for 
effort.” 

Dorval has 21 days to ap¬ 
peal his suspension.

Effective Sept. 1 


Minimum wage 
going up to $9.75 

Alberta will raise the general 
minimnm wage to $9.75 
per hour on Sept, 1. 

The 35-cent increase 
means the province will 
have the second-lowest rate 
in Canada. The minimum 
wage for people who serve 
liquor v^U remain at $9,05, 

The Alberta government 
is trying to portray its min¬ 
imum wage in a positive 
light, saying that when you 
factor in the province’s tax 
rates, it is the second high¬ 
est in Canada. 

But the Alberta Fed¬ 
eration of Labour says that 
statement is twisting the 
truth, noting the province 
is among those with the 
highest cost of living in the 
coimtiy. 

Nimavut’s general min¬ 
imum wage of $11 per hour 
is the highest in Canada, 
while Saskatchewan’s rate 
of $9.50 is the lowest.

Being on a reality television 
show doesn’t top Kylie Robert¬ 
son’s bucket list, but there’s a 
chance the 23-year-old could 
get to check it off.

Hantavirus case 
prompts warning 

Alberta health officials are 
warning Albertans to take 
precautions after a con¬ 
firmed case of Hantavirus 
in the northern part of the 
province. 

Hantavirus pulmonary 
syndrome is contracted 
when a human comes in 
contact with urine or feces 
from an infected rodent. 
The virus easily becomes 
airborne when mouse 
nests or their droppings are 
disturbed. 

Hantavirus is rare 
but can be deadly. Those 
infected show symptoms 
including fever, body aches, 
chills, abdominal prob¬ 
lems and severe breathing 
problems.

Mulcair tours oilsands, highlights challenges

Sword making has NAIT tee¬ 
tering on the cutting edge of 
innovative courses they bring 
in for Edmontonians. 

David Goldberg, a mas¬ 
ter Japanese swordsmith 
from the United States, will 
be conducting the two-day 
course at NAIT’s South Cam¬ 
pus on Friday and Saturday 
that will showcase the for¬ 
ging of the blade, as well 
as pattern-creation tech¬ 
niques. This is the second 
year Goldberg will teach the 
course at NAIT. 

“NAIT has the wonder¬ 
ful open mind to bring in 
people with other skills 
than what they would nor¬ 
mally teach at the school,” 
Goldberg said during a dem¬ 
onstration Thursday. 

Goldberg first learned 
about Japanese sword for¬ 
ging during a Japanese self- 
defence course that focused 
on the movements of samu¬ 
rai warriors. He became en¬ 
amoured with the swords, 
eventually travelling to

Japan to hone his craft. 

“The idea is that the 
yakiba area is hard, like 
a razor’s edge, where the 
back of the sword is soft 
and can absorb shock,” he 
said. “The samurai would 
use the sword as a shield as 
well and there is no finer 
weapon today. The tradition 
is that you’re keeping alive 
an ancient art that is still ef¬ 
ficient today.” 

Goldberg said swords 
can take an 3 rwhere between 
one and six months 



Federal NDP Leader Tom Mul¬ 
cair toured Alberta’s sprawling 
oilsands Thursday, saying he 
was left agog at the size of the 
operations, but also with a re¬ 
newed determination to make 
sure it all gets cleaned up. 

“These are extraordinary 
undertakings on a human 
scale. I mean they’re massive,” 
Mulcair said at the Alberta 
legislature in Edmonton after 
his trip. 

“We were able during the 
helicopter part to really take in 
a vast vista of what was being 
accomplished. 

“It’s extraordmarily impres¬ 


sive. But it also brings with it 
real challenges that if we don’t 
assinne in this generation 
we’re going to bear in future 
generations.” 

He positioned himself as 
one with Alberta and Premier 
Alison Bedford on the need to 
develop the oilsands in a re¬ 
sponsible way. 

“I think your premier and 
I might be on the same page 
when I hear the idea of a 
greener energy infrastructure 
for the future,” he said. 

But he has not been on the 
same page, perhaps not even 
in the same book, as Bedford

“I want to see an (auto¬ 
mated external defibrilla¬ 
tor) on every corner,” said 
Tony Connelly, director of 
resuscitation programs for 
the Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation.

Toward that goal. Heart 
and Stroke, together with 
Alberta Health Emergency

machines to the 600 already 
registered in the province. 

Numbers show that AEDs 
can be critical during a car¬ 
diac emergency, offering a 
75 per cent better chance of 
survival in the key minutes 
following a cardiac arrest. 

With registered AEDs in 
public places — malls, gyms, 
sports venues, airports, sen¬ 
iors centres — people can 
call 911 and be directed to 
the nearest AED while EMS 
is en route. 

“It’s a simple, three-step 
process, and the machine 
talks and walks the 911 
caller through how to use 
it,” said EMS paramedic 
Brian Hall, pointing to pub¬ 
lic facilities with employees 
trained in CPR as best able 
to use the AEDs. 

AHS EMS will monitor 
the low-usage machines, 
which have a five-year bat¬ 
tery life and can handle 30 
shocks on a single battery 
charge.

A handful of commimity sports 
leagues in the city will soon be 
saving money through a new 
solar and energy-savings pro¬ 
gram. 

League buildings chosen 
will be fitted with five solar 
panels and, while the pilot 
project is small, Edmonton Fed¬ 
eration of Community Leagues 
(EFCL) president David Dodge 
said it will grow green minds 
in the community and lay the 
groimdwork for energy-saving 
initiatives in the future. 

“For a $6,000 investment, a 
league gets the solar package, 
an electronic message board 
and an energy audit. The audit 
will give a league a long-term 


plan — it means more money 
for soccer programs,” he said. 

Warren Sarauer, president 
of the Solar Energy Society of 
Alberta, said the grassroots 
approach with community 
leagues shows people what 
they can do about climate 
change, and save money at the 
same time. 

Leagues were chosen for the 
project because they tend to 
have clear land aroimd them, 
and the aging sites meet the 
city’s goal of rejuvenating the 
155 city leagues. The city is 
providing $30,000 toward the 
program overall, with each site 
costing about $22,000.

Montreal pohce say crime scene 
evidence suggests a man sus¬ 
pected of dismembering a hu¬ 
man body and mailing parts of 
it from Montreal to Ottawa has 
fled Canada. 

The coimtiywide arrest war¬ 
rant for Luka Rocco Magnotta, 
29, was expanded Thursday 
after his photo and description 
appeared on Interpol’s most- 
wanted list. 

Montreal pohce Cmdr. Ian 
Lafreniere would not confirm 
or deny reports that Magnotta 
may have headed to Europe. 

“We do have some evidence 
that we foimd on the scene and 
also that person left a note on 
a website (describing) how to 
leave without getting caught,” 
said Lafreniere. 

An article on Digitialjour- 


nal.com, titled “How to com¬ 
pletely disappear and never be 
found” penned by someone of 
the same name as Magnotta, 
explains how to leave without 
a trace using a six-step method. 

“Cut personal ties with 
everyone who knows you,” the 
article reads. 

It goes on to say, “The most 
important thing to remem¬ 
ber here is to accomphsh this 
slowly: PuU out too abruptly 
and your friends and associates 
wiU become immediately suspi¬ 
cious.” 

Meanwhile, pohce are try¬ 
ing to yank videos off of the 
Internet, which they beheve 
show the suspect committing 
the murder and other perverse 
acts on the body. 

Pohce are stih investigating 
the video, but Lafreniere said 
they “have no reason to doubt 
its authenticity.” 

Pohce beheve the victim is 
a man in his 30s reported mis¬ 
sing several days ago, whose 
farmly hves overseas. Lafreniere 
said pohce were stih working 
out tile forensic details and 
were also having trouble con¬ 
tacting the victim’s family.

Syria blames rebels 
for Houla massacre 


A series of bombings in the Iraqi 
capital struck a crowded restau¬ 
rant, a police patrol and several 
other targets on Thinsday, kill¬ 
ing 12 people and wounding 29 
in the bloodiest day in Baghdad 
in more than a month, police 
and hospital medics said. 

Violence has fallen in Iraq 
since a wave of sectarian blood¬ 
shed in 2006 and 2007, but 
insmgents cany out frequent 
attacks on security forces 
and civilians in an attempt to 
undermine the Shiite-led gov¬ 
ernment. 

In northwest Baghdad, a 
parked car exploded outside a 
crowded restaurant in the Shi¬ 
ite neighbourhood of Shula, 
killing eight people and woimd- 
ing 13, pohce officials said. 

Naseer Ah, owner of a gro¬ 
cery shop in Shula, said he was 
about 150 metres from the res- 
tamant when the blast went off. 
Ah said he and other witnesses 
rushed to help the victims imtil 
the ambulances arrived. 

“I was in my shop when I 
heard a powerful explosion 
and everybody rushed to the 
explosion site,” he said. “Part 
of the restaurant was damaged 
and the windows of the near¬ 
by shops were shattered. We

saw several wormded people 
screaming for help.” 

Ah said he is worried the 
level of violence in Baghdad 
wih return to what it was sev¬ 
eral years ago, in part because 
of the growing sectarian divide 
imderlying a months-long par¬ 
alysis of Iraq’s national unity 
government. 

Elsewhere in Baghdad, a 
parked car blew up near the 
home of Jamal-Din Moham¬ 
med, an adviser to Prime Min¬ 
ister Nomi al-Malild, killing 
a civihan and wounding four 
people, including two guards 
protecting Mohammed’s house. 

Earher Thursday, explo¬ 
sions hit two adjacent homes 
of Baghdad policemen in the 
predominantly Simni neigh¬ 
bourhood of Amariyah, kihmg 
two and woimding nine people, 
among them tlnee cMldren.

Witnesses, UN blame 
pro-Assad gunmen 


Syria on Thursday blamed up 
to 800 rebel fighters for the 
massacre in central Syria last 
week that killed more than 
100 people, nearly half of them 
children, in its most compre¬ 
hensive explanation to date of 
the bloodshed. 

The narrative starkly con¬ 
tradicted accounts of witnesses 
who blamed “shabiha” or the 
shadowy gunmen who operate 
on behalf of President Bashar 
Assad’s regime. The UN also 
said it had strong suspicions 
those pro-regime gunmen 
were responsible for much of 
the carnage on Friday in a clus¬ 
ter of villages known as Houla. 

Facing international out¬ 
rage over the killings, Damas¬ 
cus launched its own inves¬ 
tigation into the deaths and 
announced that special pray¬ 
ers for the victims would be 
held at mosques across the 


coimtry on Friday. The UN 
chief warned of civil war and 
pleaded with the regime to 
stop its attacks. 

At a news conference 
Thursday, Qassem Jamal Sulei¬ 


man, who headed the govern¬ 
ment’s investigation into the 
massacre, categorically denied 
any regime role. He said hun¬ 
dreds of rebel gunmen carried 
out the slaughter after laimch- 


ing a co-ordinated attack on 
five security checkpoints. 

The aim, he said, was to 
frame the government and to 
ignite sectarian strife in Syria.

You would tiiink tliat a director 
of Ridley Scott’s stature would 
find it easier to get what he 
wants, especially when he’s re¬ 
turning to his sci-fi horror roots 
with Prometheus. But you’d be 
wrong. As details of the tech¬ 
nology within the film’s story 
began to take shape, Scott ad¬ 
mits he foimd hunself going 
to the mat on more than one 
occasion. 

“You think about every¬ 
thing, down to the shoe laces,” 
Scott says. “We even had a big 
argument about the globular 
helmets. I was certain that 1 
wanted the fully spherical glass 


helmet. If I’m in 2083 and I’m 
going into space, why would I 
design a helmet that has bhnd 
spots?” 

And androids, by then, will 
apparently be indistinguish¬ 


able from humans. But Scott, 
who’s no stranger to androids 
thanks to the original Ahen, 
wanted to approach the sub¬ 
ject with care. “What was im¬ 
portant was the story. There’s 


nothing new about an android. 
That idea is 100 years old,” 
he says, explaining how this 
film’s android, played by Mi¬ 
chael Fassbender, is deployed. 
“So then, embrace what it is. 


By embracing it, he becomes 
that much more interesting 
because he isn’t just part of 
the ship. He also becomes 
extremely useful during the 
story, as it evolves.”

Music. Do stars get tired 
of their own hit tunes? 
Most won’t admit it, but 
sometimes they’re just 
really over it 


New York indie-pop outfit Fun 
set the world on fire with the 
No. 1 single We Are Young. 
But months after it topped the 
charts, no one would blame 
the trio if the tune had them 
feeling a little burnt out. 

After all, even those among 
us who celebrated the song’s 
ceaselessly contagious chorus 
(“set the world on Fl-YA!” is a 
hook hefty enough to reel in a 
white whale) might have tired 
of the track once it achieved 
supermarket-stereo ubiquity. 

So how would you feel if 
you performed the song every 
single day? 

For their part, however, the 
members of Fun say they’re 
still having a ball each and 
every time they take the stage 
to perform their signature hit. 

“That’d be really dumb on 
our part to get tired of it,” 
frontman Nate Ruess said dur¬ 
ing a recent interview. 

“Watching the way people 
react (when we play it) makes 
it hard to get tired of it,” add¬ 
ed guitarist Jack Antonoff. “ 

But of course, they are 
young. 

While they’ll rarely admit 
it publicly, many artists reluc¬ 
tantly concede that over time, 
performing their biggest hits 
night in, night out can wind 
up feeling like a chore. And 
the reasons for that weariness 
are numerous. 

Sometimes, the sentiment 



of a song written years — or 
even decades — before will 
no longer resonate, or a band 
will simply change its mind 
about the value of a tune. In 
other cases, a band will feel 
it’s outgrown the stylistic hall¬ 
marks of a major hit written 
in the fiedgling stage of its 
career — consider Radiohead, 
the British rock innovators 
who almost never tackle their 
breakout blast of jagged angst. 
Creep, in front of an audience 
an5miore. 

It becomes especially hard 
when a song endures over dec¬ 
ades — how many times, for 
instance, has Sting pleaded 
in falsetto to turn on that red 
light? 

The catch-22, of course, is 
that the vast majority of audi¬ 
ence members at a given show 
are most primed to hear those 
trademark tunes. 


The medley method 


• There is a standby 
for artists who can’t 
stomach one of their 
own tunes but still want 
to give the audience a 
taste: the medley. 


• That was the strategy 
adopted by genre-hop- 
ping Minneapolis pop 
legend Prince during 
a recent three-hour 
marathon at Toronto’s 
Air Canada Centre, when 
he combined truncated 
versions of hits includ¬ 
ing Nothing Compares 
2 U, 1999 and Little Red 
Corvette into crowd¬ 
pleasing mega-mixes. 

Indeed, many music fans 
are angiy at the notion of 


highly paid musicians refus¬ 
ing to play the songs they’re 
known for. 

For a fan forking out hun¬ 
dreds of dollars for a prime 
seat, parking and concessions 
for what could be a once-in-a- 
lifetime opportunity to see a 
favourite artist, is it too much 
to ask for said artist to endure 
a few minutes of boredom to 
send thousands home happy? 

“I just think it’s selfish 
to not play those songs that 
your career was built on, 
that people supported you 
through,” Canadian songwrit¬ 
er Jann Arden has said. 

“If that’s what some of 
these younger acts want to 
do, let them go cut their own 
throats. I think it’s inexperi¬ 
ence, I think it’s selfish, self- 
serving, narcissistic and 
stupid.”

Play it again. MMMBop, 
Hanson not gonna shut up 


If there was ever a group with 
a rightful claim on banishing a 
major hit to the past, it might 
be the former tweenybop sib¬ 
ling outfit Hanson. 

MMMBop went to No. 1 in 
12 coimtries in 1997. The video 
featured the pubescent trio 
frolicking in oversized clothes 
over terrible greenscreen. The 
song was as ubiquitous in the 
’90s as flannel. Fogs and slap 
bracelets, so insidiously infec¬ 
tious that McAfee might have 
made a fortune scrubbing the 
tune from its imwitting vic¬ 
tims’ brains. 


And yet, the Oklahoma 
trio still doggedly performs 
MMMBop on nearly every tour 
stop — impossibly high notes 
be damned. In part, they want 
to satisfy their fans. But more 
than that, the trio is deeply 
proud that a song they wrote 
15 years ago still resonates. 

“It’s a little bit hke a runner 
not wanting to wear their gold 
medals,” said singer Taylor Han¬ 
son. “For us, we wear the gold 
medals with pride because we 
don’t see them as something 
that is relegated to the past.

We’re now well into the 
summer album release sea¬ 
son. Here’s what’s on the 
horizon this month: 

Insane Clown Posse/The 
Mighty Death Pop! (Out 
now): The Juggalos will be 
pleased with what Violent 
J and Shaggy 2 Dope have 
turned in for their 12th 
album.

Public Image, Ltd/This Is 
PiL (Out now): Johnny Ly- 
don’s crew has just released 
their first album in 20 years 
and it’s a DIY effort on their 
own label.

The Walkmen. 

Metro chats to the 
band's singer about 
their latest release, 
fatherhood and more

Hamilton Leithauser needs 
a jumpstart. The singer for 
the Walkmen says his 2000 
Ford Escape is an otherwise 
reliable vehicle, but he left 
his hazard lights on while 
visiting a friend and the bat¬ 
tery died. 

But if Heaven — the new 
Walkmen album that came 
out on May 29 — does as 
well as it seems like it was 
designed to do, he might 
not have to be concerned 
about his Ford for much 
longer. 

Beginning as a buzz band 
that appeared to be unwill¬ 
ingly lumped in with NYG’s 
leather-clad class of 2002, 
the band have persevered 
and watched their cult of 
believers expand with each 
of their six original releases. 

With Heaven, the band 
seems to be reaching for 
something more accessible, 
something that could even 
lead to Leithauser buying a 
rock star car like a Bentley. 

The last time we spoke we 
were talking about who 
the best contemporary 
band in America was, 
and I remember you say¬ 
ing it would be a different 
world if the Walkmen 
were the biggest contem¬ 
porary American band. 

Now that’s true. 

But you guys definitely 


seem like you’re aiming 
for something big with 
this album. 

I think we were happy 
to make a big record, which 
is not something we always 
want to do. By “big” I mean 
that 1 hope it’s accessible 
and I hope that people will 
like it, but I mean more that 
it’s got big songs and big dy¬ 
namics and big sounds, and 
that it’s really bombastic. 
But that wasn’t even the 
plan. 

How often does that hap¬ 


pen with you guys? 

Every time. 

Really? 

Well, every time we’ve 
tried to plan, it just ends 
up pigeonholing us. We just 
have such trouble writing 
songs that you sort of take 
what you can get when you 
like it. 

I mean, you work and 
work and work, but when 
you say, ‘OK, we’re going 
to write all slow songs,’ 
then that’s just another 
limitation that makes it 


harder. It’s hard enough. 

How do you divide the 
songwriting duties? 

Me and Walt (Martin, bassist 
and keyboardist) and Paul 
(Maroon, guitarist) write all 
of the stuff, basically. 

This is the first album 
where you’ve ever fea¬ 
tured a song where it’s just 
your voice and a guitar.... 

Yeah. We were doing 
that live for a while and that 
was kind of weird because 
everybody just walks off 
the stage and I’m just up 
there alone. 1 mean, we’re 
just trying for dynamics. 
We have the one. Line By 
Line, which is me and Paul. 
It’s nice to try to vary it up 
when we can. 

In the recording process, 
did you try these songs out 
with additional instru¬ 
ments? 

On Line By Line, I think 
we did a full-band version 
of that too. 1 think we did 
an acoustic version of it 
also, and it just wasn’t hap¬ 
pening for one reason or 
another. 

You guys all have kids 
now, right? 

We do. Otis is the oldest. 
He’s seven. Mine is the 
youngest, she’s 13 months. 

And you’re a married man 
now too, right? 

Yeah, we all are. That’s a big 
difference. 

Does your wife ever say, 
’’What the hell? Why are 
you so bummed out in this 
song?” 

(Laughs.) She’s actually 
asked me that exact same 
question before, like, “Why 
don’t you just cheer up?”

Robin Thicke on his wife's singing voice 


All in the family. R&B 

crooner’s two-year-old 
son or actress wife 
could be likely bet for 
a possible duet 


Robin Thicke is a mentor on 
the new ABC singing series 
Duets, but the R&B crooner 
could find himself partnering 
on a song with his two-year- 
old son or wife, actress Paula 
Patton. 

Thicke says both his wife 
and son can sing. 

Patton, whose film credits 
include Precious: based on 
the novel Push by Sapphire 
and Mission Impossible 3, 
sings a small part on a song 
Thicke produced for Usher, 
the slow groove Can U Han¬ 
dle It. It appears on Usher’s 
Grammy-winning 2004 effort 
Confessions, one of the last 
decade’s top-selling albums. 

“The song called for a fe¬ 
male vocal, a very simple, 
more like a talk-whisper part 
and ... I said, ‘Hey honey, 
you mind putting something 
down for me?”’ he recalled. 
“And of course it turns out to 
be Usher’s biggest album and 
one of the biggest albums of 
all-time.” 

Thicke, 35, said Patton 
would ask him, jokingly, 
to let her sing on songs he 
worked on. “She’d be like, 
‘Hey baby, can I just sing a 
little song just so I can hear 
my voice on tape?”’ Thicke 
said. “And I was like, ‘No! 
We’re not starting that. We 
are not going to get into you 


recording an album. Go find 
another producer if you want 
to do that.’” 

Thicke says there are no 
plans for Patton to release 
her own music, though 
he admits: “She does a 
mean impression of Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe’s Diamonds 
Are a Girl’s Best Friend. But 
nobody is allowed to see 
that. That’s just for daddy.” 

Patton gave birth to the 
couple’s son, Julian Fuego 
Thicke, in 2010. Thicke says 
he also has singing skills. 

“He has incredible pitch,” 
Thicke said. “He wakes up 
every morning and before 
he even cries to be taken out 
of his crib, the first thing he 
does is sing. He just kind of 
lies there in his crib and sings 
songs for a little while.” 

Thicke says he’s let his 
son tag along when he tapes 
Duets, which debuted last 
week and airs Thursdays 
at 8/7c. It also features Kel¬ 
ly Clarkson, John Legend 
and Sugarland’s Jennifer 
Nettles, and each week 
the Grammy-winning sing¬ 
ers perform duets with 
amateurs, one of whom will 
go on and win a recording 
contract. 

Thicke, who came on the 
scene in 2003 with long hair 
and rock-influenced sound, is 
best known for No. 1 R&B hits 
like Lost Without You and 
Sex Therapy. He says it’s 
hard to see himself on¬ 
screen: “I can’t watch myself 
on an 3 d:hing for more than a 
few minutes. I’ll never watch 
Duets — that’s for sure. I’d 
watch it if I wasn’t on it.”

Twilight’s Edward Cullen in a 
David Cronenberg film—who? 
What? How? We asked the star 
himself. In Cosmopolis, Robert 
Pattinson plays a billionaire 
riding around in a limo in NYC, 
on an odyssey that includes 
guns, sex and anal probes. 

Is Cosmopolis the start of a 
new career for you? 

Just being here, representing 
the film, is amazing. For a 
yoimg actor like myself, for 
people that love films, Cannes 
is the ultimate festival. As for 
my career, it’s definitely the 
start of something new. 

Do you think all young actors 
dream of Cannes? 

Maybe not... until the day their 
filrn is selected! In the U.S., 
Cannes gets very httle cover¬ 
age. It’s more of an industiy 
event. In London, on the other 


hand, it’s huge. The weird 
thing is the amoimt of people 
that applaud the film at the 
end of the screening. I went to 
see On The Road and I was real¬ 
ly stunned. In the U.S., people 
walk out the moment the clos¬ 
ing credits appear. 

Cronenberg didn’t make you 
rehearse. Did that scare you? 

David didn’t say much about 
what he wanted me to do. The 
first few days, I was terrified. 
We were doing camera tests 
and I was sat in the hmousine 
with nothing to do ... and I 
nearly threw up! My heart 
was racing. I was scared David 
would fire me, that he would 
think I was an imposter. But... 
his team told me how the first 
couple of weeks, he never real¬ 
ly knows what he’s doing, but 
not to worry about it.

“I lived in France during 
the 1960s, so my view 
of the ’60s is a more 
global view. It was a 
time of tremendous 
transition for America, 
but for the world as 
well. And it wasn’t just 
because of the Vietnam 
War or the Pill. I’m not 
a sociologist, so I don’t 
know why it was that 
almost everywhere in 
the world there was 
tumult, but it was. The 
’60s was about discord 
and generational splits. 
When I became an activ¬ 
ist in 1970,1 missed the 
’60s. I never was a hippie 
or an34hing. I recognize 
the importance of that 
decade, having had one 
leg in the ’50s — which 
I think has been much 
more idealized as a time 
of, you know, families 
were together and every¬ 
thing was well...” 


2. She can't stress 
enoughthe 
importance of 
the Internet 

“The technological stuff 
has changed everything. 
We can see it overseas 
even more, with the 
Arab Spring and so forth. 
I never used a computer 
until I was 58.1 was mar¬ 
ried to Ted Turner, and 
he threw it across the 
room. He still doesn’t use 
one. I started blogging at 
71. Since it was all new 
to me, suddenly my life 
became very immediate. 

I was worried about blog¬ 
ging because I study Zen 
Buddhism and I meditate 
and I believe in being in 
the moment, and this is 
going to keep me from 
being in the moment. 

But what I discovered 
was that it helped me be 
in the moment.” 


3. Kids today 
don’t protest the 
waythey used to 

“One of the things that’s 
really interesting is 
there’s no leader (in the 
Occupy movement). 

During the Vietnam 
War, there were all these 
organization and they 
all had leaders — most 
of them men. I married 
one. And now there isn’t 
and people get really dis¬ 
turbed by that, but it’s 
really what’s so beauti¬ 
ful about it. 

It’s not ideological, 
you can’t quite get a grip 
on it, but it’s making a 
difference. Just like that 
demonstration in Seattle 
when the WTO met up 
there. That was in some 
ways more significant 
than anything that hap¬ 
pened in the ’60s.” 


4. Papa don’t 
preach: She didn’t 
actually learn 
anything about 
acting from her dad 

“I never could get him 
to talk to me about act¬ 
ing, ever. I produced On 
Golden Pond for him, 
and after our big scene 
together I still couldn’t 
get him to talk to me 
about acting. I learned 
about life from watch¬ 
ing his movies — like 
Grapes of Wrath and 12 
Angry Men. It’s what 
made me who I am, 
the roles he played. I 
am my dad’s daughter 
and I look like him in 
many ways, and I’m sure 
there’s things that other 
people see that I don’t. 
In some ways, I learned 
more from Katharine 
Hepburn than my dad.” 


5. On impressing 
Katharine Hepburn 

“The first thing she ever 
said to me was, T don’t 
like you.’ Take the back¬ 
flip [scene in On Golden 
Pond]. I had no intention 
of doing the backflip, 
so they had a stunt 
double all set up, and 
then Hepburn said to 
me. Are you going to do 
the backflip?’ I thought 
‘oh God, I’m going to 
have to do it.’ My dad 
couldn’t have cared less 
if I did the backflip my¬ 
self, but it mattered to 
her. It took me a month 
and a half to learn. I’d 
go out on the raft and 
do it over and over and 
over. Finally I made it 
one day, and I crawled 
out on the shore and 
she’d been hiding in the 
bushes, watching. She 
came over to me and she 
said, ‘You’ve taught me 
to respect you.’”

Elijah Wood is jumping feet 
first into the world of animated 
series television with Tron: Up¬ 
rising, a new series that takes 
place in the time between 
1982’s Tron and 2010’s Tron: 
Legacy. Of course, it’s not neces¬ 
sarily new territoiy for the ac¬ 
tor, who’s popped up as a voice 
in films, TV and video games in 
the past. 

“Over the last number of 
years. I’m no stranger to voice 
work in animation, so I’m used 
to it,” Wood says. “But getting a 
chance to work within the con¬ 
text of a imiverse I was already 
familiar with was really fim. It 
just gave the whole experience 
a more special quahty, I think.” 

The familiar imiverse of 
Tron: Uprising also meant more 
than just the usual voiceover 


work, though: “The charac¬ 
ter happens to be extremely 
physic^, so there’s a lot of me 
standing in firont of a micro¬ 
phone, punching and kicking 
the air, and making myseh 
sound hke I’m in all sorts of in¬ 
tense physical scenarios, which 
is pretty hilarious,” Wood says. 
“I’m sure there’s some footage 
of me, standing there looking 
hke an idiot.” 

Finding the right voice for 
Beck was easy, as it turns out, 
since the show’s producers real¬ 
ly just wanted Wood. “It was 
determined right away that it 
would be my own voice,” he 
says, though he cautions that 
with secret identities and hush- 
hush rebehions on the menu, 
it’s never that simple. 

“When the character is Tron, 
or The Renegade, we do change 
his voice a little bit,” Wood ex¬ 
plains. “DigitaUy, they mess 
with his voice, and I also give it 
a gravity that Beck doesn’t have 
in his normal Beck mode. The 
character is split between the 
two, in a way. Some of those 
more Tron-Renegade moments 
definitely have a depth and a 
gravity to them, and that’s fim. 
It’s fun to play around with all 
of that.”

While Tron: Uprising and 
his live-action TV series, Wil¬

“I don’t know that I’m 
ever looking for an 5 ^hing, in 
particular,” Wood admits. 

“Fm always intrigued by 
new challenges and things that 
I’ve never done before and new 
experiences. It soimds so sim¬ 
ple, but the primary interest is 
just something that’s good and 
instills within me some kind of 
gut feeling that feels hke some¬ 
thing that I’m passionate and 
excited about, and there can 
be multiple variables that can 
instiU that. But, I’m always just 
looking to do things that I’ve 
never done before, primarily.”

That’s what’s fun 
about Coors Light Iced 
T (12x355 ml, $20.31 -

Fire up the grill for 
easy summer veggies 


Grilled Vegetable 
Napoleons. Lazy 
summer days are too 
precious to waste in 
front of a hot stove 


1. Preheat barbecue and set 
on low. Brush vegetables with 
olive oil, season with salt and 
pepper, and grill slowly until 
tender, turning once. 

2. Transfer vegetables to 
a tray, arranging them in a 
single layer, and cover tightly 
with plastic wrap. The vege¬ 
tables may be grilled a day 


in advance and refrigerated 
after cooling. Bring the vege¬ 
tables back to room temper¬ 
ature before proceeding. 

3. Stir together the ricotta, 
thyme, salt and pepper in a 
small bowl. Place one slice 
of eggplant on a lightly oiled 
grill sheet or foil pan. Spread 

1 tablespoon of the ricotta 
mixture over the eggplant. 
Cover with 2 slices of zucchi¬ 
ni, 1 slice of onion, 1 slice of 
mozzarella, 1 slice of tomato, 

2 slices of zucchini and 1 
slice of onion. Spread 1 table¬ 
spoon of the ricotta mixture 
over the onion and top with 
another slice of eggplant. 


Repeat this procedure with 
the remaining vegetables to 
make 5 more stacks. 

4. Insert a wooden skewer 
through the centre of each 
stack to create a hole from 
top to bottom. Remove the 
bottom leaves from each rose¬ 
mary sprig, leaving one inch 
of leaves on the top. Insert 1 
sprig into the centre hole in 
each napoleon and return to 
the barbecue. 

5. Heat for about 10 minutes 
on low, or until mozzarella 
is melted and vegetables are 
warmed through.

1. Cut a slice of approxi¬ 
mately 1 cm off the top of 
each tomato. With a small 
knife, cut the inside of the 
fleshy part of the tomato 
(do not cut through the bot¬ 
tom). Using a spoon, remove 
the inside of the tomatoes, 
leaving about 1 cm of flesh 
attached to skin. Discard 
the seeds and juice. 

2. Lightly salt the inside of 
the tomatoes; place them 
with the open sides down¬ 
wards on a plate covered with 
paper towels. 


3. Cut zucchini lengthwise 
into 4 slices. Cut the pepper 
in half and remove the in¬ 
side.
